THE    FOLLOWING    CORRESPONDENCE    IS    SELF- 
EXPLANATORY.

.8ir:— 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  iiiv  views  as  to  the  tax  rate 
that  will  be  required  to  be  levied  for  the  year  A.  D.  1904. 

Chapter  5107,  Acts  of  1903,  provides  '"'That  for  the  pur- 
ipose  of  securing  an  equal  and  uniform  rate  of  taxation 
to  pay  the  appropriations  for  the  current  expenses  of  the 
i^tate  for  the  years  1903  and  1904,  and  for  interest  on 
the  bonded  debt  fo?  said  years,  there  shall  be  levied  upon 
the  real  and  personal  property  of  the  different  countie* 
for  the  year  1904  a  tax  of  three  mills  upon  the  dollar."  * 

'^Provided,  That  if  the  Governor  shall  discover  from 
the  aggregate  assessment  of  the  property  of  the  State, 
and  from  other  sources  of  revenue,  the  redi^ction  of  three 
mills  State  tax  of  either  or  both  of  said  years  will  be  jus- 
tified, be  is  hereby  authorized  to  reduce  the  same  as  low 
as  he  may  deem  advisable^  and  is  hereby  empowered  ta 
Instruct  the  Tax  Collector  to  collect  only  such  reduced 
tax  as  he  may  fix  as  aforesaid."  ' ' 

.  The  taxes  collected  under  the  l^vy  year  referred  to  be- 
come a  part  of  the  General  Revenue  Fund  of  the  State 
from  which  all  appropriations  made  by  law  are  paid 
unless  otherwise  specially  provided.  These  appropria- 
tions, cover  the  general  expenses  of  the  State  Governmeat, 
including  compensatibn  for  all  State  officers  and  clerks, 
jurors,  ass-^sment,  and  collection  of  State  Taxes,  State 
Printing,  Expenses  Florida  State  T^robps,  payment  of  in- 
^tei^t  <m  Stafe  l^onds,  Salaries  of  eTiistides  of  Supreme 
Court,'  Judges  Circuit  Court,  Staiib  A^toHieys,  Railroad 
•-Commissioners,  and  all  other  expenses  of  the  State  De- 
partments, as  well  as  all  of  the  different  State  s<'hool8 
and  colleges,  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  the  Soldiers'  Hiome, 
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and   numerous  other   and   Bpecial   appropriations  madb

"^  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledcje  the  receipt  of  your 
i.ominimication  dated  June  20,  11)04,  with  refei-ence  to 
the  financial  condition  of  the  State,  which  has  b-en  care- 
fully noted,  together  with  the  detailed  statements  of  re- 
ceipts and  disbursements  of  revenue  raised  and  appro- 
priated for  tlv  current  expenses  of  the  State,  calling  my 
attention  to  the  i)rovision  of  Chapter  5107,  Acts  of  1903, 
which  provided  among  other  things: 

'''That  for  the  purpose  of  securing  an  equal  and 
uniform  rate  of  taxation  to  pay  the  appropriations 
for  the  current  expenses  of  the  State  for  the  years 
1903  and  1904,  and  for  interest  on  the  bonded  debt 
for  said  years  there  shall  be  levied  upon  the  real  and 
personal*  property  of  the  different  counties  for  the 
year  1904,  a  tax  of  three  (3)  mills  upon  the  dollar." 
♦     ♦     ♦ 

"Provided,    That    if    the  Governor  shall  discover 
from   the  aggregate  assessment  of  the   property   of 
the  State,  and  from  other  sources  of  revenue,  the  re- 
duction of  three  mills  State  tax  of  either  or  both  of 
said  years  will  be  justifiable,  he  is  hereby  authorized 
to  reduce  the  same  as  low  as  he  may  deem  advisable, 
and  is  hereby  empowered  to  instruct  the  Tax  Collec- 
tors to  collect  only  such  reduced  tax  as  he  may  fix  aa 
aforesaid." 
As  stated,  the  fate  of  taxation  levied  for  the  year  1902 
was,  under  authority  of  law,  reduced  by  executive  order 
from  three  (3)  mills  to  two  and  one-half  (2^)   mills  on 
the  dollar,  and  for  the  year  1903  from  three  (3)  to  one 
and  one-half  (U)  mills  on  the  dollar,  and  it  is  gratifying 
to  note  that  notwithstanding  this  great  reduction  in  the 


tax  rate  and  the  additional  expenditure^  t-eiidered  nee- 
essarv  by  the  extraordinary  appropriations,  amounting. 
to  about*^|44(),()()0.00  for  two  years,  made  by  laAV  at  (he 
session  cf  the  legislature  of  1903,  in  addition  to  the  reg- 
ular apj;ro])riations,  the  taxes  so  levied  have  been,  to- 
gether \vith  tlie  increased  revenue  from  olh?r  sources 
than  dii-ect  taxation,  sufficient  to  meet  all  of  the  regular 
and  extraordinary  demands  on  the  State  Treasury,  leav- 
ing a  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  general  revenue  fund, 
as  shewn  by  the  State  Treasurer's  report  of  this  date,  of 
|215,SS:{.(I1.* 

Your  analysis  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  gen- 
eral revenr.e  purposes  has  been  carefully  examined  and 
considered,  and  it  is  indeed  gratifying  to  note  the  splen- 
did till  uncial  condition  of  the  State. 

it  occurs  to  me,  however,  that  the  (estimate  upon  which 
your  upininu  is  based — that  it  will  be  safe  to  reduce  the 
tax  levy  for  tlie  general  revenue  fund  from  three  (3) 
mills  on  the  dollar  to  one  (1)  uiill  on  the  dollar  for  the 
year  li)()4 — is  a  liberal  estimate. 

It  not  only  provides  for  the  "current  exi)enses''  of  the 
State  for  the  year  llM)t  and  for  interest  on  the  bonded 
debt  fo-  said  year,  but  it  anticipates  and  provides  for  ;i 
deiicit  in  the  pension  fund,  which  should,  in  my  opinion, 
be  ]vr  vidcd  for  by  legislative  enactment  and  not  hold 
the  general  revenue  fund  lesponsible  for  deficits  in  other 
separate  funds. 

It  will  be  observed  from  the  State  Treasurer's  monthly 
reports  that  there  ai-e  other  funds  burdened  with  a  sur- 
plus iliat  tlie  Legislature  can  transfer,  if  it  so  desires, 
and  thus  maintain  the  theory  of  having  sejjarate  funds, 
and  make  ample  ])rovisions  fo?  each. 

It  is  my  opinion,  after  a  ctireful  consideration  of  your 
communicntion  and  the  statistical  data  and  analysis  of 
the  re :<Mrts  aiMl  disb-ivsements  for  the  current  expenses 
of  the  State  and  for  interest. on  the  bonded  debt  as  afore- 
said, with  the  enforceinent  of  strict  economy  in  nil  of  the 
Departments  of  State,  which  is  assured,  that  it  is  not 
absolutelv  necessarv  that  anv  tax  levv«  should  be  made

for  the  year  1004.  However,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  you 
have  embodied  in  your  estimates  provision  for  antici- 
pated deficits  in  a  fund  other  than  fo-  gen^^ral  revenu'* 
purposes — which  is  deemed  T>roper  under  the  circum- 
Btances — I  have  therefore  decided,  and  do  hereby,  under 


authority  vested  in  me  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
5107,  Acts  of  1903,  reduce  the  tax  rate  from  three  (3) 
mills  on  the  dollar,  as  provided  by  law,  to  one-half  (J) 
of  one  (1)  mill  on  the  dollar,  and  you  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  direct  the  Tax  Assessors  of  the 
various  counties  of  Florida  to  levy  one-half  (^)  of  one  (1) 
mill  tax  on  the  real  and  personal  property  of  the  different 
counties  for  the  year  A.  D.  1904,  to  be  appropriated  for 
the  current  expenses  of  the  State  and  for  the  interest  on 
the  bonded  debt  of  the  State  of  Florida.    I  have  the  honor

I  have  the  honor  in  pursuance  of  the  requirements  of 
law  to  present  herewith  a  report  of  the  official  acts  and 
proceedings  of  this  office  during  the  fiscal  year  endino- 
December  31st,  1904.  * 

I  had  occasion  in  each  of  mv  two  preceding  reports  to 
congratulate  the  people  of  the  State  of  Florida  upon  the 
excellent  financial  condition  of  the  State  and  to  then 
predict  that  the  future  would  in  iny  judgment  give  rise 
to  even  better  conditions  than  then  existed.  I  am  now 
aWe  in  presenting  this,  my  report  for  the  vear  1904  to

The  closing  year  of  your  term  of  office  as  Governor 
has  but  confirmed  the  belief  that  its  beneficial  results  to 
the  people  of  Florida  would  give  additional  cau.e  for 
congratulation.
